REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


The Selectmen meet at the Town Hall Office on the 2nd 
and 4th Wednesday of each month. We wish to bring to your 
attention that these meetings are open to the Public and we 
welcome your attendance. Also we wish to point out that all 
Committee meetings are open to the Public, except for a lim- 
ited amount of executive sessions. 


The Church Street Bridge has been replaced at a cost of 
$19,000.00 below our original appropriation of $70,000.00. 
The School Street Extension road has been completed connect- 
ing School Street and Concord Street. This has greatly in- 
creased the efficiency of the School Bus traffic patten at 
the school. 


An extensive audit of the town finances was completed 
and a new modern bookkeeping system has been adopted, which 
will give town officials a better control of the financial 
operations. 


As of July 1975, by State law, towns will no longer be 
able to burn rubbish at Town Dumps. We have made extensive 
land studies and made test borings in order to comply with 
this law. At present we have no town land that qualifies. 
This study is continuing so that Belmont will be able to 
comply with this law. 


We have cooperated with the Racing Commission and the 
New Hampshire Kennel Club in the progress of the develope- 
ment of the dog track. At this time the track facilities 
are under construction on Route # 106. 


A new roof has been installed on the fire station to 
correct a badly leaking roof. Also a shed has been con- 
structed on Hurricane Road to store salt for use of winter 
road application. In spite of rising costs in all areas our 
property tax was reduced to $44.20 from $48.00 per one 
thousand dollars of valuation. 


We wish to mention that we have had excellent coopera- 
tion from all town officials and committees, both appointed 
and elected. We have been pleased to serve you this past 
year.

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BELMONT FIRE DEPARTMENT 


This past year the fire department was busy with a 
total of 202 emergency calls, an increase of 57 over the 
year before. 


One of the reasons for the increase were calls for 
chimney fires. More people are burning wood now than in 
the past and many, never having burned wood before, do not 
realize the dangers involved in this type of heating. 


Be sure you have a good tight chimney from top to 
bottom and that the stove is not located to close to the 
wall. -There should be some insulation between the stove 
- and the wall as a precaution and before retiring for the 

night, be sure to check the dampers to see that they are 
at least partially closed. If you have any questions 
concerning this, please do not hesitate to call your fire 
department. 


Last March, the people of the town voted to purchase 
a new fire truck, which is basically a pumper and hose 
truck. The truck was delivered to the department on 
January 11, 1975 and is in use now. 


The men in the department put in a total of 273 
hours in training during the past year, plus a total of 
334 hours on emergency calls for a grand total of 607 
man hours each. 


We would like to take this opportunity to say thanks

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REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND DISTRICT CHIEF 


All open burning when the ground is not covered with 
snow is controlled by the Town Forest Fire Warden in coop- 
eration with the New Hampshire Forest Fire Service. Anyone 
wishing to kindle a fire out-of-doors when the ground is 
not covered with snow must have a written permit signed by 
the Town Forest Fire Warden. If the fire is to be kindled 
on land not owned by the person kindling the fire then he 
must have the permission of the landowner. No outdoor fires 
can be kindled between 9 A.M. and 5 P.M. unless it is rain- 
ing, without the additional approval of the District Forest 
Fire Chief. 


The 1974 forest fire season was one of the worst in the 
past two decades. Woodlands in central and southern New 
Hampshire became so dry in mid August that the Governor and 
Council, upon the recommendation of the State Forester, en- 
acted a partial woodlands closure in Sullivan, Cheshire, 
Hillsborough, Merrimack and Belknap Counties and a complete 
woodlands closure in Strafford and Rockingham Counties plus 
the Towns of Barnstead, Gilmanton and Alton in Belknap 
County. Through the excellent cooperation of the citizens 
of our State no major forest fire occurred at any time 
during the year.

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REPORT OF THE BELMONT POLICE DEPARTMENT 
FOR THE YEAR ENDED DECEMBER 31, 1974 


The year 1974 was one of transition for the members of 
the Belmont Police Department. 


An increase in the crime rate and a manpower shortage 
which led to a decrease in the solution rate for 1973, plus 
the knowledge that our Municipal Court would be phasing out 
on December 28, 1974, necessitating much more time and tra- 
vel to be spent in the prosecution of court cases, led the 
voters at the 1974 town meeting to authorize the hiring of 

an additional full-time patrolman in December, 1974. 


Thus, we were in the position of knowing that our force 
would be increased, but unable to take advantage of the sit- 
uation in time to have any impact on our 1974 crime figures. 
As expected under the circumstances, the crime rate again 
rose and the solution rate dropped for 1974. We are hopeful 
that with the additional patrolman on duty throughout 1975, 
we will be able to slow down this trend. 


The first 11 months of 1974 saw a 24.7% increase in the 
number of complaints answered, and a 5.4% increase in the 
traffic accident rate, despite lowered speed-limits due to 
the energy crisis. There was a 16% increase in the burglary 
rate, and the number of thefts, forgeries and worthless 
checks more than doubled. Due to the bleak national econom- 
ic picture and the fact that the F.B.I. Uniform Crime Reports 
are recording greater increases in rural than city crime, we 
can look ahead to even more problems next year. The probab- 
ility that the N.H. Kennel Club, Inc., will have a greyhound 
race track in operation in town by next summer adds yet an- 
other intangible factor. 


During the past year, as the result of "stakeouts," 
members of the department apprehended "in the act" a subject 
who had committed five burglaries at Dickinson Lumber Co. on 
Route 106, and three subjects from Massachusetts attempting 
arson at a residence on Dutile Road. For the first time in 
departmental history, arrests for possession of controlled 
drugs exceeded the number of arrests for possession of alcoh- 
olic beverages. The peculiar national madness for "streak- 
ing" led to two arrests for indecent exposure, and an incr- 
easing tendency toward violence saw five persons apprehended 
for resisting or escaping arrest, and two of our officers 
answering house calls were threatened with firearms. During 
the year, alert officers apprehended one State Prison esca- 
pee and one from the N.H. Hospital. 
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Our officers continued to increase their proficiency 
by taking advantage of various training courses. Miss 
Karen Baldwin, who was promoted from summer cadet in 1973 
to our first full-time clerk in 1974, became the second 
female police officer ever to graduate from the N.H. State 
Police Academy. Officer Michael Mc Carty completed a 
Homicide Investigation School, and one in Self-Defense 
Tactics. Chief Sweeney and Officer Baldwin continued to 
take courses on their own time at St. Anselm's College, and 
Chief Sweeney was honored by the Laconia Lodge of Elks as 
the first recipient of their "Policeman of the Year" award. 
Each of the male patrolmen has taken and passed the State 
Police Sergeant Examination, as an added measure of their 
competence. 


To control the problem of Youthful rowdiness on the 
Main Street during the summer months, Richard P. Bertolami, 
a Criminal Justice major at St. Anselm's College, was hired 
under a work-study program as a foot-patrolman from May 
through September. In all, the department received over 
$10,000 in federal grants to provide better service at no 
increased cost to the local property tax payers. Kirkman 
Cassavaugh, Jr., continued as a summer cadet under a federal 
program, assisted by Michael Beaule and Ann Gilbert, and 
Michelle Snow was employed in the office under the Community 
Action Program. 


Looking ahead to 1975, we hope that with the continued 
encouragement and cooperation of the Selectmen, the Budget 
Committee, and the citizens of the community, we can continue 
to provide an effective and professional police department.

BELMONT RECREATION COMMISSION 


Your Recreation Commission has been busy this year 
trying to bring the plans for the town sponsored playground 
to a conclusion. We've been assisted by the U.S. Soil 
Conservation under Mr. Clement Lyon and Mr. Nelson and have 
had conferences with the State of New Hampshire Bureau of 
Outdoor Recreation who will be funding 50% of the equipment 
purchase and installation. The Soil Conservation is going 
to fund part of the land preparation on a 100% basis and 
part of it on a 50% matching fund basis. We took a poll as 
to the things the kids in town would like and the results 
approximately coincide with the final plans. 


We realize the economy leaves a lot to be desired, but 
we feel the citizens of Belmont will not lack courage to 
make this next step. It is sorely needed in town; all 
other towns around us are building up their recreation 
facilities or creating some if, as in our own case, they 
have none. Your Recreation Commission has left no stones 
unturned in trying to get all the matching funds we can 
find. We hope you'll move ahead on this great community 
need. 


The Pout Pond Project is all set to go. The remaining 
step in the project is to receive word from the U.S. Army 
Reserve as to when they will start the project. 


We are all in these projects together as citizens and 
taxpayers. Do we have the courage to move ahead? Your 
decision will be made at the March 1975 Town Meeting.

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BELMONT DISPOSAL COMMITTEE 


Your Disposal Committee has been busy this past year 
trying to assist the town in meeting the deadline of no 
open burning after July 1, 1975. So far we've been unsucc- 
essful in coming up with any concrete solution. We had a 
site off Hurricane Road and followed procedure to the end. 
However, the site was turned down by the State Solid Waste 
Department, the governing body of the new proposed sites, 
due to the high water table. We looked at a number of 
sites and those that are okay to use, the owners were un- 
willing to sell for this purpose. We approached Canterbury 
on a@ group venture and as yet have heard no word. We app- 
roached .the town of Sanbornton and in turn were invited 
over there for a discussion of the mutual problems. There 
has been no final action as yet on this venture. It looks 
as though there might be some possibilities once its all 
worked out, but there probably won't be any indication 
until after their town meeting. 


We have written to the Air Pollution Commission of 
New Hampshire for a one year extension which will give us 
some time to work with other communities. There is going 
to have to be considerable effort this coming year on all 
our parts to work this problem out.

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REPORT OF THE ROAD AGENT 


The year 1974 was rather mild compared to past years as 
far as the mud season was concerned. Although we had our 
problems, the frost went out slow and easy, with the sun 
and wind. The hauling of heavy loads on the roads was being 
watched and some of the roads had to be posted for weight 
limits so as to keep them passable for the residents. 


Roads were repaired and graded as the frost went out. 
Culverts were thawed with steam to free them from ice and 
some were replaced. On the Horne Road we installed a new 
drainage. system to correct the problem of flooding over the 
road and washing under a mobile home. 


Shortly after the mud season, the dust began to fly. 
With grading, raking and oiling, we corrected this situation. 
Some maintenance on equipment was needed and was done at the 
town garage. Permits were issued to cortractors for weight 
limits on town roads, and pot holes in the paved roads were 
filled with Cold Patch as well as general maintenance to the 
road shoulders. 


The town dump was pushed, filled and buried periodically 
running into overtime work as the summer drought continued 
and burning permits were stopped. 


With the blessing of the Selectmen, we were able to hire 
an extra man thus making it a six man crew instead of five. 
By doing this I was able to do more supervising and check on 
things that needed to be done. 1975 should prove to be a 
better year because of this manpower. Also through the E.E. 
A. we were able to get one more man, paid for by them under 
their program, allowing him a forty five hour work week. 


Bushes were cut and burned on Cotton Hill Road, Durrell 
Mt. Road, Middle Route Road, Horne Road and in other locat- 
ions, such as on turns and at stop signs. Many dead trees 
were cut and removed to elimate the falling limb problem. 


Tue Bishop Road was worked on by Contractor Leslie E. 
Roberts to widen, drain, construct and gravel the remaining 
part of this project. After he finished his job, town forces 
moved in and prepared the base for a three inch asphalt grad- 
er mix, this being the most reasonable way of paving, money- 
wise. We hauled in aggregate, ordered asphalt for 2,689 feet 
of road and got a second grader for July lst and 2nd to con- 
plete the road. 


After vacation we finished replacing the aprons to all 
roads and yards that had been effected by the construction. 
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The Shaker Road was next on the list. We had previously 
spent some time there cutting brush before the lst of July 
in order to save the Town Road Aid monies from the 1973 
carry-over. Since there was a question on the center line 
of the Shaker Road a surveyor was hired to see if the center 
line could be established. At this time the center line has 
not yet been established. 


In August we did as much seal coating as our budget 
would allow. This only preserves those roads that are in 
good shape but does not smooth them out or prevent their 
distortion. 


We reconstructed the Mohle Hill portion of the South 
Road, with Leslie E. Roberts doing the bulldozing and Ken 
Nutter putting on the gravel. 


Jamestown Road was not worked on this year because of 
the shortage of funds needed to do the job in a proper manner 
so the money was carried foward to the next year. With the 
added funds the road can be reconstructed the way it should 
be. 


The motor in the 1969 dump truck was replaced and is 
now in good running condition, motor-wise. 


The Church Street Bridge was replaced with an Armco 
Multi-Plate Pipe Arch structure and approximately 150 feet 
of roadway was reconstructed on approaches to the bridge, 
along with a guard rail and sidewalk across the bridge. 


The School Street Extension was contracted out to Leslie 
E. Roberts and the road and sidewalk was built and paved with 
hot top mix; thus connecting the school parking lot and 
Concord Street. A drainage culvert was installed on the new 
street and the Shaker Regional School District will reimburse 
the town for about 1/3 of the cost. 


A new salt shed was constructed on Town land on Hurric- 
ane Road to accommodate up to 170 tons of rock salt. The 
estimated use of salt is now about 400 to 500 tons per year. 
There is space available at this site for future expansion 
of the highway department. 


I wish to thank the Selectmen and all others concerned 
for their help to the department during the past year.

COMBINED REPORT OF 
BELMONT SEWER COMMISSION 
AND 
WINNIPESAUKEE RIVER BASIN 


The Winnipesaukee River Basin anti-pollution project 
continues to progress despite political and economic setbacks. 
Last year's speeded-up schedule estimated that the Belmont 
Interceptor Sewer would be ready in 1980 rather than 198l. 
The increased funds allotted to the State of New Hampshire 
by the Environmental Protection Agency for the unique reg- 
jonal plan continue to make the 1980 date a probability. 


Belmont has been reimbursed for the major costs of all 
studies and plans made in the past because the requirements 
of local and regional planning were met. If we are to cont- 
jnue to be eligible for 75% Federal and 20% State shares of 
costs of sewer construction we must continue to meet such 
requirements and coordinate with the time schedule of the 
basin project. 


To complete engineering design and bid specifications, 
for a collector system, to allow voters time to study and 
decide if we can afford to participate, (or, indeed, if we 
ean afford not to participate), and to construct such a 
system in time to hook on when the interceptor system is 
ready, will require several years. Subtract 1974 from 1980 
and you have only six years left to do all this. 


Leadership in these activities will have to come from 
the Sewer Commission, the Board of Selectmen, and the Plan- 
ning Board. As voters we need to keep informed and alert to 
insist that these activities are performed.

Several changes of membership occurred in 1974. Mr. 
Robert La Croix was succeeded by Mr. Whitman Ide, and the 
vacancy created by the resignation of Mr. Royal W. Smith, Jr. 
was filled by Mr. Richard Baillie. Mrs. Joyce Ouellette re- 
Signed as clerk and is succeeded by Mrs. Annette Richard. 


The Board suffered a loss in the resignation of its 
Chairman, Mr. Royal W. Smith, Jr. We take this occasion to 
thank Bill for his leadership and dedication to a demanding 
and sometimes thankless office. 


The loss of our Chairman necessitated an election of 
officers at our February 1°75 meeting. Mr. Smith is. succeed-= 
ed. by Mr..Theodore L..Cate,.Jr..as; Chairman, and Mr Cages 
succeeded by Mr. Whitman Ide as Secretary. 


It is heartening to note that the Boards Calendar has 
been busy - less effected by the national slump in develop- 
ment than most areas. Of special interest to the Board and 
the Selectmens Office is the application approved for a mul- 
tiple complex of middle income apartments in the Badger Pond 
area formerly owned by the Locke Developers. The need for 
economical and pleasant housing for small family units is 
great, and this,concept,has,proved itself to~beysound ja 
neighboring communities. 


The necessity for sound, reasonable land use regulat- 
ions.is. being recognized.as,a_ high priority item atjaie 
levels of government, and the Board is making every effort 
to meet its obligations and maintain local control in this 
area. There is now proposed legistation that would impose 
State land use controls on any Community not having its own 
regulations in effect by 1977. 


New Ordinances proposed by the Board include a Recreat- 
ional Camping Park Ordinance, a change in the Subdivision 
Regulations to control Developers trends to very narrow fin- 
ger like lots which meet land area requirements and defeat 
proper lot conformation. Set-back requirements to regulate 
building on lots not involved in subdivision have been sub- 
mitted, and an ordinance to control abandoned structures that 
pose a threat to health or injury, and detract from the surr- 
ounding area was submitted to the Board of Selectmen. 


In cooperation with the Regional Planning Commission 
we are assisting in preparation of an area map of Belmont. 
A new procedure for the recording of approved subdivisions 
has been established with the Registrar.

Although the attendance at the hearings on proposed 
changes were small, the suggestions of those in attendance 
were beneficial in the final draft of the proposals. 


The participation of the residents of our community at 
these hearings is immensely helpful and much appreciated by 
the members of the Board. 


We take pride in re-stating the declaration appearing 
in our previous reports: "We have, in all cases, attempted 
to assist the developer to accomplish his purpose in a way 
that would be beneficial to the Town as well as the individ- 
ual developer." 


In closing, I wish to express my thanks to the very 
able members of the Board who donate such generous portions 
of their time in the efforts of the Board.

Year ending December 31, 1974 


We have made daily inspections of the reservoir and 
both wells. 


Our standby gas engine is given a short test run each 
month. 


We had problems with our Aquadine iron treatment pump 
and had to return it to the manufacturer for repairs. It 
was repaired and returned promptly and is behaving O.K. now. 


The Department has installed three new services on the 
Village system. 


All hydrants have been inspected periodically and snow 
cleared from them when necessary. 


Twenty four new meters have been installed. This com- 
pletes the metering program. All services are now metered 
with the exception of ten services where it was not pract- 
ical to install meters.

307:

The Belmont Water Department has been managed by a 
Board of five Water Commissioners supervised by the Board of 
Selectmen since March 1973.
